Sone interesting history of tho Anglo- 
Jypanese Alliance has just been published 
in the reminiscences ‘of the late Count 
Hayaanr, who negotiated the Alliance while 

be was Ambassador in London in 1901. 
These reminiscences were boing published 
in tho well-known ‘Tokyo. newspaper Fiji 
Shinmpo, but after two instalments had been 
published the Japanese Government raised 
objection and forbade the publication of the 
remainder; Reoren'’s Correspondent at 

+. Tokyo appears to have obtained access to 
the unpublished instalments and has sup- 
plied to the foreign Press a lengthy digest. 
Many of our readers ‘will recall the fact that 

. a good deal of aversion was shown by the 
¥ British public towards this Alliance’ in tho 
early days, and the origin of the Agroement 
has remained something of a mystory until 
now, when the whole story is revealed by 
the posthumous publication ‘of the - late 
Count Harast’s: reminiscences. . 
revelations ure extremely intorasting. in the 
light of what has happened in the Far East 
during the past ten years. ‘We recollect that 
some time after the firet Treaty of Alliance 
was published and when Ministers were con- 
stantly being heckled on the subject in the 
House of Commous, an Under Secretary of 
State loftily ‘replicd, to one of his inter- 
rogators, “We do not ‘aaak alliances :
